Crops Throughout the Union. 


THE TBIENNIAL CONCLAVE. 


Circular braed to Knlchts Templar 


by California erand Conansaad- 
ery—Ar,T»nK««ie»t» f»r the Corn- 
la* Conclave-Hotel AeeonuiO- 
datloas In The City »•« at Oak- 
land-Prono*»4 Fete* and Exeur.

A synopsis of the April report of the 


Department of Agriculture upon the 
area and condition of winter grein show* 
au increase of nearly half a million 
acres, or 2 per cent. The estimated 
area of the previous crop was 24,346,- 
000 acres. The States showing the in- 
crease are: Michigan, 3 per cent. {In- 
diana, 6; Ohio, 1; Kentucky, 15; West 
Virginia, 2; Virginia, 3; North Carolina, 
10; Georgia, 12; Florida, 11; Alabama, 
33; Mississippi, 54; Louisiana, 5;Texas, 
72; Arkansas, 70; Tennessee, 17. The 
average increase in the cotton States of 
26. per cent, amounts to about 800,000 
acres. In the Northern Atlantic States, 
from Connecticut to Virginia, the in- 
crease is 403,000 acres, which is about 
50,000 acres legs than in 1881. In the 
Western States, from West Virginia to 
Kansas, there is an average decrease of 
'2 per cent, tho decrease being 1 per 
cent, in Illinois, 2 in Missouri, and 11 
in Kansas. The estimated acreage in 
eight of the winter wheat States is 16,- 
726,000. In California, partial returns 
point to an increase of 10 per cent. 
Tba Pacific Coast is not included in the 
list of strictly winter States. The con- 
dition of widter wheat Jis highjthrongh- 
pnt the West, Ohio alone reporting b«- 
3ow 100. 
Those belovr the average are: 


Connecticut, 82; Nsw York, 87. New 
Jersey, 95; Pennsylvania, 95; Ohio, 97. 
Delaware averages 10 points above 100; 


• Maryland, 9; Virginia, 4; North Caro- 


ling, 13; South Carolina, 17; Georgia, 
10; Alabama, 12; Mississippi, 14;Louis- 
*na, 15;Teias, 9; Arkansas, 12; Ten- 
nessee, 8; West Virginia, 6; Kentucky, 
12; Michigan, 8; Indiana, 5; Illinois, 2; 
Missouri, 10; Kansas, 10. 


Winter rye shows an increase of area, 


except in 
Delaware, 
Ohio, Indiana and Missouri. 
The in- 


crease is relatively the largest in the 
South. The full report, when printed, 
will show the time of sowing, the pro- 
portion of drilled and of sown broadcast, 
the details of injury by the Hessian fly, 
which are comparatively slight, and 
other information illustrating the con- 
dition of crops.

Crops Throughout the Union. 


A synopsis of the April report of the 


Department of Agriculture upon tb 
area and condition of winter grain shows 
ail increase of nearly half a million 
acres, or 2 per cent. The estimatec 
area of the previous crop was 24,346,- 
000 acres. The States showing the in- 
crease are: Michigan, 3 per cent.; In- 
diana, 6, Ohio, 1; Kentucky, 15; West 
Virginia, 2; Virginia, 3; North Carolina, 
10; Georgia, 12; Florida, 11; Alabama, 
33; Mississippi, 54; Louisiana, 5;Teias, 
72; Arkansas, 70; Tennessee, 17. The 
ftveiage increase in the cotton States of 
26 per cent, nmonnts to about 800,000 
acres. In the Northern Atlantic States, 
from Connecticut to Virginia, the in- 
crease is 403,000 acres, which is about 
50,000 acres lets than in 1881. In the 
Western States, from West Virginia to 
Kansas, there is an average decrease of 
2 per cent, the decrease being 1 per 
cent, in Illinois, 2 in Missouri, and 11 
in Kansas. The estimated acreage in 
eight of the winter wheat States is 16,- 
726,000. In California, partial returns 
point to an increase of 10 per cent. 
Tbe Pacific Coast is not included in the 
list of strictly winter States. The con- 
dition of winter wheat |is highjthrongh- 
put the West, Ohio alone reporting be 
low 100. 
Those below the average arc: 


Connecticut, 82; Nsw York, 87. New 
Jersey, 95; Pennsylvania, 95; Ohio, 97. 
Delaware averages 10 points above 100; 


• Maryland, 9; Virginia, 4; North Caro- 


ling, 13; South Carolina, 17; Georgia, 
10; Alabama, 12; Mississippi, 14;Loais- 
iua, 15; Texas, 9; Arkansas, 12; Ten- 
nessee, 8; West Virginia, 6; Kentucky, 
12; Michigan, 8; Indiana, 5; Illinois, 2; 
Missouri, 10; Kansas, 10. 


Winter rye shows an increase of area, 


except in Connecticut, Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, West Virginia, Kentucky, 
Ohio, Indiana and Missouri. The in- 
crease is relatively the largest in the 
South. The full report, when printed, 
will show the time of sowing, the pro- 
portion of drilled and of sown broadcast, 
the details of injury by the Hessian fly, 
which are comparatively slight, and 
other information illustrating the con- 
dition of crops. 


It will be seen that th( Knights Temp

letters of inquiry from all parts of the 
Unian, relative to arrangements for the 
Triennial Conclave of the Grand En- 
campment, the Triennial Committee has 
ordered this circular to be prepared tbat 
all may be informed, as far as it is pos- 
sible at this early date, of the plans and 
designs of the committee. 


The Grand Commandery of Califor- 


nia, at its annual conclave in April 1881, 
took the initiative by creating a trien- 
nial committee, consisting of all the 


rand Officers (ex-officio), 
together 


with seven others, chosen from differ- 
ent -portions of the State—the Grand 
Commander being (ex-offioio) Chair- 
man—by this means placing the entire 
management of the affair directly under 
:he control of the Grand Commandery 
teelf, with a Chairman clothed with au- 
ihority to carry out the preparations for 
the conclave, and the programme agreed 
upon, in all its Details, with promptness 
and certainty. 


The committee soon after met and or- 


ganized, and, in addition to holding 
monthly meetings, have sub-committees 
engaged in gathering information and 
aying oat the work required to insure 
as great a measure of success as possi- 
ble. 


The first and, perhaps, the most im- 


portant subject of inquiry to those at 
great distances is relative to the proba- 
ble rates of transportation and hotel 
fares during their sojourn in San Fran- 
cisco. 


As yet'it is too soon to state precisely 


what these will be; bat enough is known 
to render it probable that the price of 
tickets from any given point to San 
Francisco and return will not exceed the 
ordinary rate for a single passage over 
the road; in other words, "one fare for 
the round trip." There are now three 
through railroad routes between San 
Francisco and the East, and it is-under- 
stood that arrangements can be made 
for tickets to come and return by either, 
or to come by one and return by 
another. It is also quite certain that 
before August, 1883, other connections 
will be ra^de and in full running order, 
and that our visitors will be privileged 
to come and return by any route they 
may select. 


Should all fix upon the same time for 


starting, so as to arrive here on the eve 
of the grand conclave, it is believed that 
the railroad companies would be taxed 
beyond their carrying capacity, and for 
this reason it will be desirable for vis- 
itors (especially those who desire to re- 
main in California longer than the few 
days actually covered by the conclave), 
to come earlier, and at different dates. 
For this purpose, tickets will be issued 
covering a period of three months for 
the round trip, dating from July 15th, 
and extending into October. 


In the matter of hotel accommoda- 


tions and charges, which latter, for 
moderation, will compare favorably 
with those of any eastern oity, visitors 
may be assured that, if Coiumanderies 
and Sir Kuights will leave these matters 
in our bauds, nud engage their cyiHrtern 
only through tne Committee, they will 
imtntr be overciowded uor be subjected 
to excessive charges. 
All, therefore,

That Proposed Peace Cougrcm. 


The proposed Peace Congress of 


American nations is not expected to as- 
semble in November next, in accordance 
with Elaine's invitation, and yet, as the 
invitation has not been withdrawn, cor- 
respondence continues on the subject. 
The only States which favorably con- 
sidered the propositon were Mexico, 
Guatemala, Salvador, Honduras, Ven- 
ezuela and Hayti. Mexico at first hesi- 
tated, but has recently reconsidered the 
subject, and her Minister is now auth- 
orized conditionally to accept the invi- 
tation of the United States. Her diffi- 
culties with Honduras and her interests 


the Panama and Nicaraguan Canal 


and other Isthmus transit schemes, make 
her unwilling to leave the Central 
American States to cultivate sympathy 
from Washington at her expense, which 
might be the case if by her absence she 
antagonized the Congress. None of the 
States of South America have accepted 
the invitation, and the State Depart- 
ment does not expect them to without 
a renewed invitation.
